kersons acquainted only with the old Sword Lily Gladiolus can scarcely imagine the im- 
provements recently made upon them. For purity and brilliancy of color, from white to daz- 
zling crimson, combined with soft, rich salmon and velvet shades, the New Hybrid Gladiolus 
are unrivaled among Summer flowering bulbs.

Growing, as they will, above 
Geraniums, Verbenas, and most bedding plants, they not only have a very pretty effect, but you 
make the most of the small space allotted to you. This beautiful tribe of plants should be 
planted everywhere. When cut snd blacéd in water, the flower buds expand and last a long 
time. Planted by hundreds in the borders among evergreens or foliage plants, they brighten 
and enliven the beds during the Summer and Autumn months; cheaper varieties can be sup- 
piles for this purpose. In the Fall, when the bloom is over, take up the bulbs, allowing them to 

ry out of doors a few days; take off the tops, and put away in a place free from frost and 
moisture. Examine them occasionally, to see that they are not too dry, orsuffering from damp-
